THE PRESIDENT'S MESSAGE. 


anxiously awaited, and much speculated 


» 
upon message of President Roosevelt has been 


delivered and is now before the country. 
Its full 


text appeared in yesterday morning's Journal and 
has doubtless ere this received the careful attention 
of our readers. It is somewhat vigorous in tone, 
neither ornate in style, nor with any attempt at 
rhetorical flourish, but clearly expressed and more 
easily understood than the average public document 
of that description 


The insular question is treated as was generally 


anticipated, indicating no material change of policy 
from that outlined and pursued by the McKinley 
administration. This was to have been expected, 
and will cause no surprise or disappointment among 
either the advocates or opponents of our lately 
adopted colonial system. 
The President's treat- 


ment of the trust and tariff questions will, however, 
prove a source of disappointment to the friends of 
reform, who had expected a more pronounced and 
vigorous policy in regard to the former and at least 
such advocacy of modification concerning the latter 
as was indicated in the last speech of his lamented 
predecessor, delivered at Buffalo on the eve of his 
departed life. The "publicity" trust suggestion is 
like a milk poultice treatment in a case of cancer, 
and will prove equally ineffectual. The inner work- 
ings ot the monopolies are already as well known 
as though their councils were held with open doors 
and their books as free to inspections as those of 
public record. The trusts care as little for publicity 
as the safe robber is concerned in regard to the ex- 
hibition of his handiwork after he has secured the 
contents of the rifled strong-box. 
The old stereo- 


typed and threadbare evasion of "disturbing the 
business interests of the country by any general 
tariff change," is equally puerile and only a repeti- 
tion of the Hauna line of argument-in opposition to 
the personal interest of seventy millions of people 
as against the "business interest" of a few thousands 
of favored individuals, who are legally licensed by 
the Dingley tariff law to plunder the masses of the 
people by excessive, or rather extortionate taxa- 
tion. If Mark Hanna himself had penned the por- 
tions of the message relating to trusts and tariff, it 
could not have been improved upon as an accepta- 
ble offering to the friends of trust oppression and 
the enemies of tariff reform. The President's atti- 
tude upon the ship subsidy scheme is also in line 
with the Haanaian schedule of legislation. 
Instead 


of recommending the removal of senseless statutory 
provisions that place such restrictions upon Ameri- 
can ship owners that they cannot successfully com- 
pete with foreign bottoms in our local carrying 
trade, the President proposes to force the people to 
stand the deficiency which could easily be removed 
by wise legislation and to the detriment of none ex- 
cept our foreign competitors. 


Upon the matters of irrigation and Chinese ex- 


clusion the message is all that could be asked for by 
the people of the arid land sections, the home build- 
ers and the friends of the laboring men of the coun- 
try. The irrigation and water storage question is 
treated at length and in direct line with the provis- 
ions of the bill introduced at the last session by Mr. 
Newlands, and which, with the prestige of execu- 
tive endorsement, strong hopes may be entertained 
of its passage at the present session. The few lines 
devoted to Chinese exclusion are full of meat, to 
the point, and all that is required to demonstrate 
that the President is in full sympathy with the al- 
most unanimous sentiment of the people of the Pa- 
cific coast and of the wage earners everywhere, up- 
on this most important of all the features of the im- 
migration question. There are other matters of 
minor importance, which time and space will not 
permit comment upon at this time but which we 
will remark deserve no adverse criticism and which 
we will perhaps have occasion to refer to at some 
future time.

COST OF LIVIN6. 


P 


IS not a startling statement which come from 
Dunn's Review that the cost of living is now 


higher than it ever has been at any other time for 
ten years, for everyone who has had to do with a 
household has tealized such fact; but it is interest- 
ing to note that statistical figuring shows that ad- 
vance to be seven per cent more than a year ago. 
That is quite a material jump when it is considered 
that at such times prices of necessaries were seem- 
ingly at high-water mark. Such a condition of 
things is jeopardizing the much talked of prosper- 
ity o:'1 the laboring classes, and the families who are 
dependent upon their wage earnings. There has 
been no general, nor scarcely a specific advance in 
wages, save that which accompanied the revival of 
business about four years ago. 


There is no longer dispute that a tariff duty is a 


tax upon the consumer. 
The government has been 


maintaining a costly war and at the same time pil- 
ing up a treasury surplus over and above the ordi- 
nary expenses, run on the highest scale ever- 
known, and it is coming from the continuance of 
tbis tax upon the consumers. But the Republican 
leaders in Congress are taking pains to assure us 
that there must be no meddling with the tariff at 
the present session of Congress; the great matter of 


urgency is the granting of $9,000,000 a year from 
the national treasury to wealthy ship-owners in a 
subsidy bill, the provisions for building an isthmus 
canal, but the tariff must be let alone and the great 
army of consumers, long barely living from hand to 
mouth, are deserving of no relief and are to be giv- 
en none in the distress with which they are fraught 
and made needlessly severe by the outrageously 
high Dingley tariff. 


While Mr. Dunn figures out acurately the cost 


of plain living, almost every middle aged laboring 
man realized the general fact before the details ap- 
peared in his paper.
